Mention bit torrent in Best Practices? 
- Mention that we are not covering bit torrent b/c we are not testing, 
but if you have bit torrent stream contact institution with tracker 
- Most likely not a popular method, however may be necessary as 
professional footage files increase 
Legal issues in Best Practices: 
- Can OWS legal team protect material? 


- One member of legal team interested in doing legal monitoring 
using video 

- OWS legal focused on getting people out of jail 

- Important to make creators aware of legal issues, but detailed info 
would be more appropriate on separate document (another 
document!!) 

File naming conventions: 

- Anna: Consider character limits (e.g. 24 characters), have date in 
title, don’t include spaces etc.- Rufus and Marie will make basic file 
naming convention for best practices 

- Yvonne: don't change file names, have file naming conventions for 
folders 

- Rufus: filename gets changed in YouTube, Vimeo 

- Keep file as raw as possible 

Rufus metadata tests: 

Droid and iphone tests so far: 

- Vimeo & Internet Archive keep all metadata, but change “last 
modified” dates 

- YouTube changes ALL dates- embedded dates, embedded location, 
greatly compresses file 

- Can only download from Vimeo by hacking site or if someone offers 
up video, however it is easy to contact creators 

- JA is THE BEST place to grab (this info should be in collector’s best 
practices) 

- Embedded geo tag data- YouTube tries to extract and put info in 
descriptive metadata, simplifies location name
